Tothe suri*rise of even the lurst ar- 
dent silver man, a vote was reached in 
the Senate Friday evening on the .Mew- 
art silver bill and it was passed 2b to 2.‘>. 
It provides for the free and unliniited 
coinaK'e at American mints into standard 
dollars of the United States of all the do- 
mestic and foreiKU silver bullion or coin 
that may lie presented for coinage, in- 
cluding all the bullion in the treasury 
jmixhased with silver or coin certificates, 
and makes all the silver so coined a legal 
tender for all debts anil dues, public and 
private. Senator Hill, who used to 
dodge the silver question, voted very 
boldly for the bill. Riackburn also vot- 
ed for and Carlise repres« nted his con- 
stituency bv voting against it. Eleven 
republicans and l.s ilemocrats voted yea, 
showing that it is not regarded a p<rty 
measure. On hearing the news, bland, 
who wa.s at home fixing his fences for 
re-election, hurried back to Washington, 
determined to )iiish the bill through the 
House. It is thought, however, that it 
will not reach a vote this session.
